CHICAGO- (AP) - A synthetic 
hormone appears to help delay or 
prevent a recurrence of breast 
cancer in some women who have had 
surgery for the disease, and without 
side effects associated ' with 
chemotherapy, a new study says. 

But for breast cancer sufferers 
who have not reached menopause 
and therefore are not candidates for 

the hormone '“Ireatment:- 

-chcmQtherj py shou ld be considered 
standard care even though“U~can'' 
cause nausea, vomiting, fatigue, 
hair loss, and a low while blood ccll 
count, the study concluded. 

Most of the 20,000 to 30;000 post- 
menopausal women develop breast 
cancer annually would be likely can- 
didates for successful treatment 
with the synthetic hormone tamox- 
ifen, said Allen Llchtcr, who par- 
ticipated in the study and is- chair- 
man of the Department of Radiation 
Therapy at the University of 
Michigan, 

The study said .the treatment does 
not work at all on prc-mcnopausal 
wpmen. 

‘The conclusions, published- in lo- 
day's Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, resulled from a 
review of breast cancer research and 
data at a con(ercnco sponsored by 
the National institulcs of Health in 
September. 

"We've taken a small but signifi- 
cant -step in' helping women with 
breasV cancer," said Llchtcr. "Bui 
there is a tremendous amount of 
work lobe done." 

He said the hormonal treatment 
has been successful in treating cer- 
tain cases of breast cancer' that has 
spread lo the lymph nodes beneath 
the armpits. 

For breast cancer that has spread 
lo the lymph ~ nodes of. pre- 
menopausal women, chemotherapy 
has been demonstrated as. an. effec- 
tive means of helping prevent' recur- 
rence -and of reducing deaths from 
Ihc disease. 

. "Adjuvant (post-surgery) 

chemotherapy can now be con- 
sidc^J!d standard care for these pa- 
tients,” the study said. 

However, the benefits must be 
weighed ’ dgalnsL the side ' effects, 
which can be severe but can be 
lessened '. through treatment, the 
study said. . 

’ In 1985, breast cancer will have 
been . diagnosed in about ■ 120,000 
women, - both pro- and post- 
menopausal, the study said. 

The data were reviewed' and 
evaluated by a' panel led by Dr. John 
H. Click' of the University of Penn* , 
sylvimia. ••

Osborne’s selling more than winning in new football book

Nebraska coach Tom Osborne on the 
sidelines during a game will uncover

Osborne, who has a doctorate in 
educational psychology, feels he may 
be misunderstood by many football 
fans. He wonders ir ihcy think his 
players go out and win in on unemo- 
tional, robotic manner — clones of 
the man whose teams have won nine 
or more games in each, of hls .13 
seasons as head coach. 

The coach's concern about the 
aloof Image he projects led him to 
agree to a suggestion that he 'ad- 
dress any misconceptions by writing 


•a-book-about-himsclfr-^More-Than 
Winning, ” ' written with his friend 
John E. Robcris.'is the result., 

The book tells more abouf a kindly 
and caring Osborne than docs his 
appearance. 

It progresses from liis youth to his 
yc^irs as coach at Nebraska, in be- 
tween arc stories . about hls own 
alhlctlc achievements In high 
school, at Hastings College and in a 
brief professional football career. 

The heart of the book Is about 
coaching and the teams he's coach- 
ed, first as an assistant at Nebraska 
under Bob Dcvancy and then as head 
coach.

According to Clair Ricketts, who Is 
, involved in'arranglng a possible bus 
trip, at least 20 passengers are*' 
needed to make the.trlp economical- 
ly feasible. 

Ricketts points out that charted 
buses usually cost Si per mile and 
the cost would be spread equally 
among .passengers. Once at the ex- 
hibit, admission costs to groups of 20 ' 
or more Is S4 compared to the 
general admission cost of S6. 
Ricketts says exhibit reservations 
need to be made before the middle of 
Morch. 

Considered more significant than 
the famous King-Tut exhibit that 
toured Ihe U.S. in the late 1970s, 
"Ramses II; The Pharaoh and His 
Time," is a 72-plece, $100 million ex- 
hibit that Includes a 22-pound, solid 
gold necklace,^ a 'seven-ton pink.

Ramses.II,.who.^nUcd for 67 yeart 

until his death in 1224 B.C., favored 
the monumental. He ordered the 
erection of huge temples, ;atatues 
and monuments.

believe Ramses II was the pharaoh 
of the Exodus. 

Ironically, only a few of the exhib- 
it's artifacts are actually from hla 
own grave. Like most of his 
predecessors and descendants, 
Ramses II's tomb was looted by 
grave robbers despite elaborate 
' measures to hide the location. 

Though most of the pieces In the 
exhibit were recovered from others' 
tombs or archaeological excava- 
'tions, the exhibit Is considered on 
accurate representation of his time. 

Important plcccs_ln the exhibit in- 
clude the lid.oL'the wooden sarcoph- 
agus «ln which Ramses 11 was r^ 
entombed after his btirlsl chamber 
was looted In antiquity; the door to 
the burial chamber of Sennudjem, 
leader of a family of great royal 
craftsmen; o small limestone sar- 
CDphogus that was .used to Inter 
Sennuajem's viscera; and a burial 
Efcdgc with runners used to 
iransport the sarcophiigus to its 
grave slte^
